I take great pleasure in acknowledging the receipt of your note 
of the 13th instant, and hasten to comply with the request con- 
tained therein, in relation to the condition and popress of “the en- 
closure and the building thereon,” as e a in An act in 
relation tothe militia. Approved Dec. 22, 1853.” Also, I seid a 
list of the donations, together with the amounts paid and due. 

The arsenal, I am. happy to say, has been enclosed ‘since my 
last report to your honorable body, and a censulerable portion of 
the interior rendered tenantable for the arms and.amimitnition of the 
militia. The ordnance now occupies the ground portion of the 
building, and the second story will be ready to receive the small 
arms, powder, and other military stores, as soon as it is lathed and 
Mastered, the materials for which are now on hand, 

It has been suggested by the Licutenant-General that the ground 
be enclosed with a wall, instead of a board fence, which, it is be- 
lieved, will combine greater permanence and dan and without 
muth extra expense. 

The enclosure and building, standing as they do, in ah dbfinished 
state, is owing, in part, to the resignation.of Mr, R. W. Wolcott, 
the contractor, ‘who, in the early part of the present yodr, was un- 
expectedly called to leave the Territory on business of importance, 
and the want of means,” yet there is over ong thousand dollars due 
from subscribers, which, if paid over in ‘available’means, will place 
the work in a much more favorable posttlow.: Although there is 
not sufficient due to finish the building! ‘add wall, whith, if com- 
pleted as contemplated, will require some further appropriation.

TERRITORY OF UTAH.

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DUTY OF OFFICERS. 

I —Whenever the House shall assemble, if the Speaker ` “should 
be absent, the Chief Clerk shall call the House to order, and pro- 
ceed to call the roll; and in his absence, any member may call to 
order; and if a quorum is present, the House may proceed to elect 
a Speaker pro tem. If a quorum is not present, the Sergeant-it- 
Arms, or any other officer of the House, may he sent after the ab- 
sentees, and compel their attendance. , 

II.—The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum; speak on 
points of order, in preference to other members, and shall decide 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House; but shall 
not speak in debate. 

TIl.—Al}l questions shall he put by the Speaker, and decided -by 
the yeas aand nays; but if the Speaker doubts, ora division be 
called for, the House shall divide; those on the affirmative side of 
the question shall rise’ first from their seats, and, afterwards those 
on the negative. ` 

TV.—tn all cases when the House is equally divided, the Speaker 
shall give t the casting vote, and shall vote on all questions when the 
votes arè è required to'be put upon the journal. The Speaker shall 
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call some member to the chair when the House votes to go into com- 
mittee of the whole, and may then debate the sy before the 
committee. 
V.—The officers of the House shall perform their sev fatal duties, 
as they shall be instructed,, from time’ fo time by the Speaker.

The Secretary of the Council then read the Governor's co 
as follows:— 

Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives:— 

Under the benign influence of high Heaven’s protecting care, we 
are again assembled iù the capacity of a Legislative Assembly, to 
ordain and establish such laws as shall best subserve the public 
good, | 

The toil of the liusbandman has been rewarded by a plentiful’ 
harvest, and peace, prosperity, and success, have eminently attend- 
ed all our efforts. 

We have béen delivered from the overllowing scourge which des- 
olates the nations, the wayward destroyer, and the devouring flame, 
With thanksgiving and praise, Jet our aspirations ascend from warm 
and willing hearts, unto our Father and our God, who has extended 
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unto us his rich bessings, and caused the earth to bring forth in her 
strength for our sustenance. i 

Although a large immigration have found homes in these peace- 
ful vales during the past season, yet, itis believed, there ig an abun- 
dant supply of foad for all, until another harvest. - 

Through the untiring exertions of our worthy delegate in Con- 
gress, Hon. John M, Bernhisel, appropriations have been obtained 
for making a “Road through our southern settlements, and extend- 
ing to the boundary of Cahfornia; for holding treaties with the 
Indians; and to defray the expense incurred in suppressing Indian 
hostilities in the years 1851 and 1852.” These are the first ap- 
propriations of the kind which have been made for this Territory. 
This action of Congress, though tardy, is none the less acceptable, 
evincing, as it docs, a favorable disposition to place Utah upon an 
equal footing with other territories. We hail it as a good omen, 
and trust that in future her interests may not be neglected, nor her 
claims unregarded. Therescems to be a difficulty in obtaining ap- 
propriations when made by Congress; month after month, and even 
a year sometimes intervenes, before they aré received at the point 
of disbursement. Where the distance 1s $0 great, and the means 
of communication are so jimited, it is desirable that the action of 
the department should be prompt in such matters, 

The present prospectis, thatnone of the appropriations made at 
the last session will be received before another year; such delays 
operate very onerously and unjustly upon the Territory, as well ag 
upon the citizens, who have so long been anxiously looking for the 
liquidation of their just claims, 

The appropriations for the State House and Penitentiary are each 
expended; and in order to complete either of those works, an addi- 
tional appropriation will be required either by the legislature or 
Congress. 

The works at Fillmore have rapidly progressed tha past season, 
and it is anticipated that the State House will be ready for the ac- 
commodation of the legislature at its next annual session. 

Peace with the Indians has been preserved during the year, 
although detached parties of the Utahs have been found unfriendly, 
which in one instance resulted in their killing two of our citizens, 
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The perpètrators of this. crime:wére brought in by other Tnälans, 
and delivered up to the United States authoris before whom they < 
had afairtrial, were found gulty-of murder, and exétuted’ accord- 
ing talaw, the Indians themselves giving testimony aghinst them. 

It has required the greatest forbearance and patience, as well as 
atge amounts of presents on:the part of onr citizens, ` to maintain 
amicable relations with them.. In some few instances théy have 
presumed upon the forbearance shown them, and conducted them- 
selves very improperly and abusively fo the people. The pacific 
policy which has, from the begining, been exercised toward them, 
has no doubt avoided many ocllisions which might have Eate in 
open wai, 

- Although large quantities of beef, flour, clothing, guns, ammu- 
nition, Èe., have been given them, to conciliate and make them 
friendly, yet the savage propensities of their natures, their improvi- 
dent and vile gambling habits òf life are such that no present sup- 
ply, nomaitter how generous, remains long with them; and their 
indolence precludes any idea of their replenishing from their own 
resources, 

The Shoshones are rather superior to the Utahs, and provide bet- 
ter for their on living, although a large party of them have quar- 
tered upon the settlements north during the past summer. Much. 
has been done by the inhabitants, since their residence among the 
Tndians of the mountains, to ameliorate their condition. They were 
found to exist in the lawest state of degradation—poor, ignorant, 
indolent, and savage. In their anger, nothing restramed them, 
but fear, from the greatest excess of crime. They would sell and 
gamble away their own children, and steal from and rob other In- ` 
dians of theirs, either fo sell, gamble away, or kill, as their humor 
scemod to suit them. A horse or gun was deemed an equivalent 
for killing a man; and every shade of difficulty became a niatier of 
barter for pecuniary consideration. The settlers have invariably 
given them provisions and clothing, furnished them with guns and 
ammunition to kill game, and in various ways administered to their- 
relief. In many places grain has been raised for them, and housés - 
built for their chiefs and principal men. ` 

This policy has had w tendency to correct their vile habits. 
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and, propensities, and sometimés induce them fo labor for thet OWL 
support. 3 af S gt a x 

This course of liberality towards. them, in addition i ere 
loss of properly caused by their depfedations, is a severe tax and 
burden, upon the people, especially ut the more isolated and thinly 
settled locations, where their visits are more frequent and more 
numerouly attended. It is, therefore, with a sense of relief that 
we look forward to the disbursement of the présent appropriation 
made for holding treaties with the'Indans, in the expectation that 
the people will be secuied against their depredations, and partially 
relieved from their constant support. 

The Territory will also be partially re-imbursed for advances 
which she has made from time to time for the suppression of Indian 
hostilities. Iteis undeniable that those expenses have been much 
less in this, than.other territories similarly situated, and should be 
met with a spirit of liberality on the part of the General Govern- 
ment. But whatever the government may be able to accomplish 
in her intercourse with the Indians, it. is scarcely expected that 
Utah will be relieved of their presence,—consequently not freed 
from their depredations. The inhabitants should therefore secure 
themselves and property as much as possible, and be prepared to 
defend themselves at any moment from their hostile incursions. — 
Each settlement should complete its defences, and preserye an active 
and energetic military organization. In various ways the people 
have sought to secure their own safety, and protect their property 
from constant depredations, short, of maintaining an open warfare 
against them. I have uniformly pursued a friendly course of policy 
towards them, feeling convinced, that independent of the question 
of exercising humanity towards so degarded and ignorant a race of 
‘people, it was manifestly more economical, and less’ expensive, to 
feed and clothe than to fight them. 

The policy adopted towards a small band, usually inhabiting 
Weber county by the inhabitants of that district in distributing 
them out among theeitizens, making for the Indians, judicious selec- 
tions, where they and their families may feel that they have a home, 
and know that they can depend upon having food, shelter, and kind 
treatment in exchange for their labor, seems feasible, and if, in the 
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endiit should! prove ‘sucdessful;' will Have’ a! tiniddricys! atleast) to

in many of the southern settlements, already” the Indians have 
‘become useful in Tabor and business, and quite’ a nuiiber of Indian 
children are found living in families, whò Mave taken them tå “bring 
up and educate, So far ad my ‘ktiowlédge extends in relation to the 
subject, such chidren have had the benefit of common schdols; this 
blessing is secured to-them by the operation flaw. ? 

The ‘subject: ‘of education has probably received as much’ atten- 
tion in this ag in any other as newly settletl state or ‘territory: In 
almost all the wards and districts, good sthool houses havé-been 
erected, atid schools maintained a'part af the year, but I fear that 
sufficient attention is not paid to thé, selection and examination of 
teachers, or the manner of conducting schools: Although -the 
board of regents, have doubtless by their influence aided much, 
and are still extending their influence and exertions in a general 
way to advance the cause of edneation, yet at this mionient,' there 
is nota parent schol for the instruction of teachers—a mathemati- 
eal or high school where the higher branches are taught, in all the 
Territory; neither have they a single object of public improvément 
under their auspices in progress for educational purposes. This is 
partly owing to the want of means to operate with, and partly to 
the faét, that the board, consisting of men engaged in such a mul- 
tiplivity of business, have but little time to devote to these dutiés.— 
Hitherto the canse of education has been entrusted with the board, 
by the legislature wha probably conceived they had sufficiently dis- 
charged their duties, by having invested the regents with full power - 
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and authority to act, in, relation to-thiat subject. But it is a subject 
of vast importance, and involves trusts of too weighty considera- 
tjon to bé neglected, for any reasons at present existing, ‘Itis a 
subject fraught with momentous inferest to ys, and our-youth, who 
are soon to become our representatives upon the earth; and will, if 
neglected, recoil with bitterness upon our own heads, when too late 
to remedy, i t 
As a territory, we havo peace, and extensive, ability exists with 
the people, to establish, and sustain good common schools jn every 
ward and district, not only three, or six months in a year, as ap- 
pears at preset mast common; but ten, or eleven, wherein every 
child, no matter how poor, may find admittance. Schools for teach- 
ers, matheniati¢al schools, and schools wherein the higher branches 
are taught, should also be kept in successful operation, in all of the 
principal towns. ` It is moreover an opportune time to introduce the 
new alphabet, in forming which, the regency have performed a dif- 
ficult and laborious task. I recommend that it be thoroughly 
and extensively taught in all the schools, combining, as it eminently 
does, a basis of instruction for the attainment of the English lan- 
guage, far surpassing in simplicity and ease any known to exist.— 
Although the more'immediate duties pertaining to the subject of 
education, may devolve upon the regency, still, it does not free the 
legislature from responsibility,'and I doubt not that whatever aid 
or influence you may find in your power to extend, will be cheer- 
fully given. ` 
J cannot refrain from again calling your attention to the subject 
of home manufactures. Large quantities of wool, flax, hides, furs, 
and almost every varicty of the best material for the manufacture 
of woollen cloth, linen, leather, hats, soap, candles, glue, oil, su- 
gar, pottery, and castings, are found in abundante, and easily pro- 
cured, and yet we find laige quantities of such articles annually 
imported, and purchased by the peopla, which causes a large and 
constant drain of our circulating medium, If a few hundred thou- 
sand dollars wuich me, now annually expended, and carried, away 
for imported goods, were stead thereof, invested in machinery and 
articles for domestic manufactures, it would prove far more advan- 
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tageous,‘ tnd rapidly advancethe prosperity: of ourthiiving Tern? 
tory. `
